Eczema is marked by inflammation of the 
skin and is caused by a fundamental toxemia. 
It is characterized by itching, burning, and the 
formation of various kinds of skin lesions. It is 


Significant that the Greek word of eczema 
means “bubbling out’ and when eczema is 
present, there is considerable 


reason to believe that poisons 
from within are actually bub- 
bling out through the skin. 
Any treatment directed to 
the irritated surface will not 
reach the real cause of the 
trouble and will produce only 
temporary relief. To perm- 
anently relieve this type of 
skin irritation, it is necessary 
m to first remove the cause. The 
McCoy chief cause of eczema is a 
Systemic toxemia induced by wrong habits of 
living such as over-eating, the over-consump- 
tion of sugar and starches, the use of inhar- 
monious combinations of food, sluggish intes- 
tinal elimination, etc. The best treatment I 
have found is that treatment which will elim- 
inate the toxins, and the most rapid way to 
accomplish this is to use the fast in some form. 


Chronic eczema is the more common type 
and may prove troublesome to the patient over 
a period of years. However, eczema may also 
occur in an acute form, marked by an acute 
inflammatory skin condition. Chronic eczema 
may be accompanied by skin blemishes of vari- 
ous kinds, including pimples or papules; blisters 
or vesicles; and elevations topped with pus, 
called pustules. The patches may spread, .or 
the old ones may dry up as new ones break 
out. In some forms there is considerable oozing 
of a sticky fluid, which, when dried on linen, 
produces stiffening of the fabric. This type is 
referred to as “weeping” eczema and as it clears 
up, crusts may form. In another type referred 
to as “dry” eczema, there is no fluid and dry 
scales result rather than crusts. 

A severe case of eczema will induce intense 
itching and the patient may be tempted to 
scratch vigorously. Eczema may also be accom- 
panied by a burning, stinging, smarting sensa- 
tion, redness, and perhaps thickening or hard- 
ening of the skin. In some cases, in which the 
irritation is most marked upon the hands, deep 
cracks or fissures may form which are slow to 
heal. 

Eczema is found at every age and both 
infants and elderly patients are not exempt. 
This disorder is not contagious and if one mem- 
ber of the family ops it, the others are not 
thereby endangered. 

Eczema usually clears up without difficulty 
when a fasting and dieting treatment is used. 
The patient should take a five-day fast on fruit 
juice, and is advised to drink plenty of water 
in between the fruit juice feedings. A local 
treatment which is beneficial, is that given over 
the affected area with the ultrd-violet ray light. 
The ultra-violet ray treatment is particularly 
good in chronic cases and the skin should be 
exposed for a sufficient length of time to pro-

| duce a peeling-off process which will bring out 


the fresh, clear skin from underneath. 

In cleansing the skin, it may be advisable to 
try cleansing the affected area with sterile cot- 
ton dipped in olive oil, if the use of soap and 
water serves to increase the irritation. 

Psoriasis is similar to eczema in that it is 
produced by a chronic pcisoning within the 
body. It is well-known that psoriasis is diffi- 
cult to eradicate successfully by ordinary ex- 
ternal treatment. Most physicians admit that 
treatment which appears to be effective at one 
time may fail at another, even in the same 
patient. No external remedies have been found 
which e depended upon to obtain satis- 
factory r ts in all cases at all time.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1758 the first 
legislative assembly in Canada 
met at Halifax. Curiously enough 
this parliament was forced upon 
the colony by Downing street, 
which has been so often accused 
of blocking colonial self-govern- 
ment. 

As early as 1754 the colonial 
office and the law officers of the 
crown ruled that Governor Law- 
rence was acting improperly in 
carrying on with a council only 
and on May 7, 1755, the gover- 
nor was instructed to set about 
convening an assembly; but 
Lawrence dallied. If the King 
was in a hurry to give his 
Nova Scotian people self-govern- 
ment Lawrence and his council- 
lors were not. It was not until 
January, 1757, that the council 
passed a proposed constitution 
for the legislative assembly. That 
was just a “stall” and nothing 
further was done for a year. In 
February, 1758, the colonial of- 
fice administered a severe rebuke

to Governor Lawrence, which 
brought him to time and on May 
20 he submitted that despatch to 
his council, which, seeing that 
there could be no further delay, 
consented to the creation of an 


assembly. 
Elections were held; the first 
assembly convened; it elected 


Robert Sanderson as its speaker; 
and it then unanimously resolv- 
ed that all its members would 
serve without remuneration for 
that session! What a contrast to 
the legislators of today! 

Five days later the legislative 
assembly passed the first act of 
any legislative body elected by 
the people in British America, 
so that the house of assembly of 
Nova Scotia may well be consid- 
ered the mother of Canadian 
parliaments. It was not until 1773 
that the assembly of Prince Ed- 
ward Island met; 1786 that the 
first legislature of New Bruns- 
wick assembled; and 1792 before 
Lower and Upper Canada had 
their assemblivs.
